In reply to the 
speech made by M. Clemen crau when 
the treaty was handed to the German 
delegation at Versailles was designed 
for effect in Germany, various neutral 
countries and the United States. On 
the whole, the speech made a distinctly 
unfavorable impression upon those 
who heard .It. Us effect was to 
strengthen ths impression that as the 
Germans were at the commencement 
of the war. so are they still, if the 
spirit of a P r ussia n Junker fairly rep¬ 
resents that of the German people. 
As to this, there Is, of course, grave 
doubts. 

The clumsy attempts throughout ths 
latter part of the speech to appeal to 
President Wilson were not regarded 
ns either well-designed or effective. 
In abort, the ohlef German plenipoten¬ 
tiary exhibited the characteristic Ger¬ 
man Inability to comprehend the mind 
or spirit of other nations. Even bear¬ 
ing this In mind, the speech was re¬ 
garded as foolishly Irritating and pro¬ 
vocative.

THE NEXT STAGE 

The treaty with Germany, while first in impor¬ 
tance, is hut one stage of the programme before 
the Paris Conference. Furthermore, it is not im¬ 
probably the easiest stage, for the determination 
of the treaty with Austria-Hungary is complicated 
by factors absent from the German situation. In 
the first place the Austro-Hungarian Umpire has 
passed out of existence, and iu its place have arisen 
a number of new.slates.-nmt of \vhp m have Jjeen 
recognized-by the Allies. There is, therefore, no 
Government of Austria-Hungary to negotiate with. 

Tlie Allies imist deal WITH the' repfeSentaUves 
of the fragment. into which that once powerful 
empire and head of the Germanic confederacy 
lias fiillen. They must deal with Hungary, 
Czeeliu-lalutalua. and Jugu.-£>lawu, treating the two 
latter both as enemies and friends. They must ap¬ 
portion'the liability of each for reparation and 
impost; territorial amt economic conditions- upon 
them and at the sumo time arrange their boun¬ 
daries ami-help liicui un their way as independent 
nations, 

If Jugo-Sluv ia, that is to say, Croatia, Bosnia, 
llcriogoNmu and other Slav districts of Austria- 
Hungary, desire to remain iu u big Balkan Slavic 
confederacy embracing also Serbia and Montene¬ 
gro, the territorial readjustment will not be _tliffi- 
eull. In lliat case no war indemnity could he paid 
to Serbia by Jugo slavia, for the new Government 
could not tax one part of the same nation in the 
interest*S>f tW- Mtier. , 

It is hard to seg also how the Allies can impose 
any still' terms upon Czecho slovakia iu view of 
the assistance fvudcreiT to them by Czecho slovak 
soldiers and by the present leaders of the Czecho¬ 
slovak nation in other ways. Obviously the greater 
part of the burden of reparation must tall upon 
Germun-Auatria and Hungary. 

Aft*r-tk4 treaty with what was oner Austria- 
Hungary has been completed, treaties must be 
.negotiated with Bulgaria and Turkey. Serbia, 
lioiimunia aud Greece have long accounts to settle 
with Bulgaria both for reparation aud in the way 
of territorial readjustment. As for Turkey, the 
proceedings must deal with age-long problems of 
the utmost importance^ They must retrace his¬ 
tory ami undo the diplomacy of many generations. 
The status of Armenia, Mesopotamia, Syria, Asia 
.Minor and the Uardauelles will be dete rmi ned, and, 
finally, the fate of Constantinople, the cause Of 
countless wars, will have to be settled for all time. 
Clearly the Peace Conference has still u mighty 
task on its hand?. 

THE DEBT TO BELGIUM 

We may assume that the .Alliea will assist Bel¬ 
gium financially pending the receipt of her share 
of the first payment of jsi.OOO.OW.OfHl Germany 
must make ou reparation account. Ueriuauy is 
allowed two years iu which to puy that siun, hut 
Belgium cannot afford to wait so long and should 
uot be expected to do so. It should not be for¬ 
gotten that Belgium's heroic action in easting her¬ 
self in the path of the gigantic German military 
machine determined the final outcome of the war in 
the first, few weeks. According to Ur. Mttehlon, the 
ex-director of Kmpp's who ought to know, the 
Belgian resistance at Liege made the Germans lose 
ime they never were able to regain, sylieu time was 
—t he most v it al ess e ntial o f their task. Kurthftr- 
more, when Belgium thus xa/rifieed herself she 
knew that it would he a long time before the mili¬ 
tary power of her Allies would be equal to that of 
her foes. There is a. great deal of unprofitable dis¬ 
cussion these days on the subject of who among the 
Allies wou the war, and Belgium is scarcely ever 
mentioned in it. She cun truthfully say, however, , 
that Had it hot been for her, in all probability 
there would have been no basis- for such a discus¬ 
sion to-day. ‘ 

A SUGGESTION. 

One of the members of the City Council a few 
days ago said he was attacking the caterpillar pest 
on his own property. and suggested that residents 
generally do the same on their premises.
